SAVANNAH, AMK no —Almost on thean- 
1 nlversary of tlie great hurricane of 1881 
Savnnnab was swci»t Sunday night by one 
of tho severest, s l o n n s it has over known. 
Tb© storm, which bad beon predicted by 
the we.ather bnre.MU for several days, be- 
icau early in the iii'iernoon. and 
Increased 
' from then until it reacht-d the climax be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock Monday nifcht, 
baviuii blown for eight hours iu a terrific 
hurricane. 


It bei^an raining early hi the morning, 
b u t o n l y in Kusts. 
After the iirst fall it 
ceased entirely for Hoveral hours and did 
not bejiin a^aln until after noon. 
Then 
fcho woric of destrnctlon beijan, and lasted 
until the Rtorin bad spent its force at mid- 
night. 
All tiie wharves alony: the river 
front, and the Ocean Steamship company 
and Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road wharvp.s were under water and the 
tide way still risinp; rapidly. A view of 
^the city a t dayli>¡ljt reveals a Fcene of 
wreck and ruin tnat surpassed t h a t of the 
great hurricane of 18S1. 


The ruin at Quarantine is immeasurable. 
Nothiiiíí is sinniiing where one of t h e 
finest stations un the South Atlantic was 
twenty-four hours a;io except the doctor*« 
house, and liow tiiis weathered the fear- 
ful gale is luiraeuloun. 
The >vharves are 
gone, the new fumiiiation plant, 
which 
has cost the city so much niíuiey, is In the 
bottom (if the sea. and nine vessels, which 
were wailine: for release to come to the 
city, are high and dry in the marsh and no 
doiil>t will be totally wrecked. 
The Cos- 
nine was the only vessel which 
maiiuged 
to keep afioat. 


The tug Paulsen I iufl;ht np abonr sixty 
passengers from T> Ijpe. Mr Kevers, one 
of them, stated t h a t foiir negroes enj^afct'd 
in 
elearing the railroad 
track 
were 
drowned, 
A sailor and the cabin boy on 
the schooner Harsl, which is on her side on 
North Beach, are drowned. 
It is reported 
that eight of tiie crew of the terrapin sloop 
which vveut ashore on South Ucacb were 
drowned. 


The list, of fatalities is growing, and it 
is impossible to tell to what extent it will 
grow. 
Several bodies of drowned persona 
have been p'cked up, and search is now 
being made for others who arc missing. 
Every 
hour seems to bring some 
new 
story of a death as a result of the storm. 


The dn)wuiugof Mr. A. G. Ulmer. as- 
sistant cashier of the Central 
Railroad 
bank, was a very sad occurrence. Mr, 
Ulmer owns a farm on Hutchinson Island, 
opposite the city, and hud gone over to 
pay oir his liands and attend to other du- 
ties. 
Tfcere were bruises on his face, and 
it is supposed that he struck against an 
outshed when he jumped from his barn as 
'Mtwas about to blow down. 
Miller, hla 
dairyman, hasjiot been found, and It i» 
Kupposed that he was also drowned. 


The other fatalities so far reported are 
as follows: Tony Jlolmes, colorea, crushed 
iu a house on Hutchin.son's Island. 
Four 
unknowu negroes drowned on Brampton*» 
plantatiiu, four miles from the city. Louis 
Garnet, colored, ran into a live trolly wire. 
A 6-year^ld 
colored boy, drowned on 
Hutchinson's Island 
John 
Williams, 
Mary Bugler and Sarah Green, drowned on 
a rice plantation south of the city. T w o 
unknowu sailors wore drowned at Tybee 
island. 
Forty to fifty other persons are 
reported missing, and it is supposed, as 
nothing has been heard of them, that their 
bodies will be found later. 


AUGUSTA, (ia., A u g 80.—A special from 
Port Royal. S. C., brings infornmtion t h a t 
fully 100 lives have been lost a t Port Royal, 
Beaufort and neighboring 
points by 
drowning during the storm. Of the 100 
persons killed and drowned onljr six were 
white, the others being negroes. 
Twenty 
were drowned on Paris Island, No news 
has been received from Helena, four miles 
from Beaufort. It is believed fully twenty- 
five lives were lost between Port Royal 
and Seabrook, all negroes. 


CHARLESTON, S. C „ Aug. 
While the 
record of terror and ruin wrought by the 
great disaster of 1886 remains 
unbroken, 
Charleston has again stood in the track of 
a cyclono which has shaken the old city to 
her foundation stones. 
The damage t o 
property cannot be told and the loss of life 
is unknown. 
The citizens awoke Monday 
morning and 
gazed upon 
innumerable 
evidences of the hurricane which swept 
over the city Sunday afternoon and night. 
Uprooted trees, fallen roofs, broken fencej 
and in the less substantial parts of tho 
town wrecked sheds and shanties were 
found everywhere.x Tbe cyclone, with all 
the terrors which the word has for the 
people of this section, swept up the coast 
and across Charleston. 
Early Saturday 
morning the dreaded signal was run u p 
and the city held its breath, hoping that 
the storm might pass us by. 


There was not fifty yards space In t h e 
streets t h a t did not contain debris, s u c h a s 
roofs of houses, signs, awnings, telegraph 
pules, etc., which were scattered in all 
directions. 
The roof of the 8l. Charles 
hotel was blown off and the streets were 
flooded 
with water almost to its doors. 
There was a schooner lying high in t h e 
streets, having boeu driven from its an- 
chorage. 
There was no communication 
with Savannah^ all telegraph lines having 
been prostmi-ed. 
WJiile hu saw no one 
killed or Injured it was currently reported 
that eight pt^ople had been killed iu the 
city. 


At Sullivan's Island a man by the name 
of A- Urynii and hi^ wife wei:^ drowned, 


Itnd Mrs. K Holland was killed by a fall- 
ing house. 
Fifteen houses were 
swept 
away and every ono on tho island was 
more or less daumged. 
Sullivan's 
Island 
is in the Atlantic ocean, seven miles east 
of Charleston, and is tho sits of Fort 
Moultrie.

the corn crop has suffered badly. 
Much 
damage was done to breakers and colliery 
buildings, and in the Shenandoah 
region 
several collieries aro reported as drowned 
out.

and totally burned.

Reading on its way north 
did considerable damage. 
The violence of 
the wind was so great that limbs were 
blown off trees, trees and grape 
arbors 
were blown over and telephone, 
trolley 
and other wires broken. In the country 
districts corn

were 
leveled, hay 
stacks upturned and scattered, 
fences 
blown over, and great alarm was causcd in 
many farm houses when the wiud came 
4n all its fury. 


LANCASTER, Aug.

great damage throughout the countrj', 
many trees were blown down and much 
fruit ruined. 
Corn was mostly ruined by 
the .storm of a week ago 
Country people 
driving to this city were compelled to 
carry axes with them to cut their way 
through fallen trees. 


LONG BRANCH, Aug. 80.—The storm has 
cut off ail railroad communication be- 
tween tho "Now Jersey coast resorts and 
Philadelphia. 
T h e railroad 
tracks of 
the Amboy division of the Penn'^ylvania 
railroad are under four feet of water 
between Bay Head and Berkley, 
Trouble 
is also reported on the same division below 
Chadwick. A t Asbury Park and 
Ocean 
Grove considerable damage was sustained 
by the terrific storm. 
About ten feet of 
the Bond 
wave 
power 
pier 
has been 
washed away, and the loose pilings are 
being used by tho breakers as a battering 
ram against the other piers. The big sum- 
mer 
pavilion of "Founder" J a m e s A, 
Bradley, a t the foot of Asbury avenue has 
been damaged to some extent, and f^ars 
are entertained t h a t the next high 
tide, 
which will be an unusually heavy one, 
will cause considerable damage. 
Tiie new 
fishing 
pier a t OceaJt Grove is report«d 
wrecked, 


ATLANTIC Crry, Aug. 30.—The 
storm 
passed over t&is city without doing the 
great a m o u n t of damage predicted for it. 
The 
m a x i m u m 
velocity of t h e wind 
reached fifty-five miles an hour, though by 
the time it reached that speed it was com- 
ing from t h e southwest. 
About 
$2,000 
worth of the roof of Jackson's pavilion 
was blown off, while around town 
there 
are a number of fallen trees and wirss; no 
other serious damage reported. 


CAPB M A Y , Aug. SO.—The southern cy- 
clone reached thi,s part of the coa.st on 
schedule time. A full tide and a heavy 
sea came in with the gale, which 
blew 
fifty miles velocity a t ita highest. 
There 
has been no damage to the ocean front, 
nor is there news of any marine disaster 
of consequence. 
Orchards and fields of 
growing corn have suffered a second hur- 
ricane stripping 
experience. 
There are 
but few more peaches, ptars and apples t o 
be blown off,

The lights 
of the Empire State disappeared

D. Harrison, reported that twenty

off th* Highlands he picked up H c i r y A. 
Suga, a Portuguese, clinging to thr mast- 
head of a sunken wreck. 
He proved to bs 
the only survivor of the pchooner Narra- 
gansett, Captain Chase, bound from Phila- 
delpliia for Wareham, Mass., coal laden, 
which foundered during the 
hurricane. 
The crew of five men were all lost, and the 
survivor was for seven hours on the maat 
before being picked up.

ARIZONA'S UGLY REPTILE. 


OT THK PXBRCH AND UN- 
OAKNT ail-A MONSTBK.

Its Bîto îs Dangerous, and 3Ton Have 
Died From Wounds Inflictcd by 
It—Becoming Scarce. 


"YHE Gila monster is a roptile 
concerning which much has 
been said and lots of little 
stories have been written, but 
its habits, nevertheless, are not well 
known, even where it is most frequent- 
ly found. 
It was no uncommon sight 
in former years to see Mexican and In- 
dian boys trailing the hideous things 
at the ends of strings along the streets 
of towns and sottlcîncnts in Arizona, 
taking care always to keep their bare 
feet out of the way of tho uncanny- 
looking lizard. 
Sometimes, too, Gila 
monsters, strapped to a board like 
planked shad, would be offered for sale 
at priccs ranging from a medio (5} 
cents) to a toston (fifty cents), with 
few or no buyers. 
In the event that 
nobody wanted to increase his menag- 
erie with one of the wicked looking 
beasts, it was generally stoned to death 
by its owners as a i^rotest against its 
general usefulness. 


Several years ago Gila monsters be- 
came somewhat in demand for Eastern 
collectors, and stuffed or in the flesh 
they 
command better prices now, 
large specimens, presumably wanted 
for zoological gardens, being paid for 
at good figures. Strangely enough, 
since the interest in the reptile has 
grown it has become somewhat scarce. 


Whatever may have been said about 
the looks of the Gila monster, it is a 
repulsive, crawling, uncanny reptile, 
perhaps not so ugly as many another 
lizard—tho iguana, for instance—but 
instinctively abhorred because it is so 
slow. 
Flight being a matter of impos- 
sility with the Gila monster, and as it 
lacks the cunning to feign death, it 
must necassarily assume a bold front 
when threatened with capture or in- 
jury, and that it knows how to do in a 
manner which will make even those 
totally ignorant of the danger they 
run careful of too close an approach, 
The length of the monsters iisually 
captured varies from one foot to two 
feet and a few inches, but specimens a 
foot and a half in length are those 
most generally brought in. 
Of this 
the big conical tail forms one-third. 
The weight -will averrge from three to 
five pounds. 
The head is more lance- 
shaped than that of any other lizard 
found in Arizona, the consequence be- 
ing that the narrow neck is very pro- 
nounced and imparts 
to 
the head 
while it moves something very much 
like the rattlesnake's performance. 


When attacked the Gila monster re- 
treats about half its length and crouches 
close 
to the 
ground, 
but rearing 
head and neck in a fierce manner, while 
a black, forked tongue, over an inch in 
length, darts swiftly out of a mouth 
abnormally wide and cavernous. 
At 
the same time it emits a hiss, jointly 
(vith a creaking noise which is made 
by scraping either its claws, which are 
jointed and sharp, or the rough scales 
)n its body upon the stones or gravel 
Deneath it. 
If this demonstration 
fails to repulse the aggressor the Gila 
monster 
will not 
hesitate, 
when 
îhoroughly angered, to make a snap at 
the foe, be it man or beast. 
But it 
rrill never attack anything that it does 
ttot require for food unless first inter- 
fered with. 
If escape be near in the 
shape of a burrow in tho ground or a 
hole in the rocks large enough for its 
accomodation, tho monster vill dis- 
creetly retire from view and remain 
hidden until the enemy has retired. 


If the reptile manages to gc*^ a grip 
with its horny mouth, as hard 
and 
cutting as that of a snapping turtle 
and filled with sharp, needle-like teeth, 
upon tho yielding flesh of an aggres- 
sor, the vice-like jaws can only be 
pried apart by great muscular action 
with some instrument. 
The wounds 
show all tho indications of blood 
¡•joisoning' by means of venom, the 
limbs swell, failure of the nervous 
system becomes apparent, and death 
may ensue unless prompt medical as- 
sistance brings relief. 


The story that the bite of the Gila 
monster is incurable is not true, but 
help must be obtained quickly, 
as 
several well-authenticated cases have 
proved. 
Curiously enough, in the 
case of men who have been bitten, it 
was found that those who were strictly 
temperate recovered far more quickly 
than those who were in the habit of 
taking stimulants. 
It turned out also 
that, unlike many oases in which bites 
had been inflicted by venomous snakes 
of the North American species, whisky 
did not act as an antidote at all, 
rather aggravating the symptoms. 


E, L, Wetmore, a taxidermist of 
Tucson, who has dissected many of 
these lizards, says he has been unable 
to discover where the venom which 
they undoubtedly 
inject 
into 
the 
wounds they produce comes from. 
In 
poisonous snakes it exudes from sacs 
Eibove the fangs, but in the Qila mon- 
ster the closest investigation has failed 
to show any such glands connected 
with, the teeth. 
Undoubtedly it is the 
ealxva of the monster, lubricating its 
sharp 
incisors, 
that 
produces the 
chemical change in the blood. 
For 
that reason it is believed that in the 
ialivary glands the venom will be 
found, but that i« the extent of what 
is known of the Gila xnozuiti^r'B danger- 
pus power, 


By roMòn of its slownefls tho mon* 
Bter's diet is necessarily limited. 
It is 
R climber, and as such has no difBoulty 
in robbing nests in which there are 
eggs or helpless young. 
It will also 
investigate the warrens of ohipnuinl-s 
and cottontail rabbits and cat the pu »- 
pies. 
It does not interfere with other 
lizards ; at least it shows a complete 
indifference for horned toads and for 
a sluggish b ack follow, about six 
inches long, which it would have no 
difficxilty in catching. 


When kept in a cago the Gila mon- 
ster is alwavB fod on hen's eggp, tho 
shells of which it cracks, after which 
it very neatly disposes of their con- 
tents. ' 


Last year W. L. Vail a prominent 
cattle raiser of this territory, oppicd a 
Gila monster sunning itself in tho road 
while ho was riding to Pantana on 
horseback. 
He throw stones at it, and 
thinking it was killed, when in reality, 
it was merely stunned, he tied it be- 
hind his saddle to carry along as a 
curiosity. 
Near the end of his journey 
he put his hand back to feel for his 
game and the monster, which had re- 
covered, promptly bit him on tho finger 
and held on like grim death. 
Its head 
had to be torn to pieces bofore tho 
member could be released. 
Mr, Vail 
was hurried by a special train to Tus- 
con, and had a narrow escape. 
As it 
was, he was laid up for a long time and 
suffered from the effects of the i)oison 
for over three months. 


There is found on tho edge of Death 
Valley in California a lizard somewhat 
similar to the Gila monster, although 
more agilo. 
It is strictly a vegetarian. 
This fellow is called the ohuckawalla 
by the Coahuila Indians, who are said 
to be very fond of his flesh. Tho meat 
of this cousin of the dreaded monster 
is very white, tastes like chicken, and 
Americans who have oaten it are not 
reported to have turned up their noses 
at it. 
But I doubt very much if a 
Mexican of the cholo class or anybody 
else here could be induced to try a dish 
in which Gila monster was tho piece de 
resistance. 
As for Apaches, it is well 
known that they hate fish and reptiles 
of all kinds and never eat them even if 
starving to 
death.—San 
Francisco

September 
Weather. 


The storm period central on August 
31 will give us the major part of its 
storms duiing the three first days of 
Septernb'^r. The month will open with 
hijih temperatures in all the country, 
except, perhaps, the extreme VVest and 
North, from which points storms will 
have moved,most likely,and the change 
of wind and temperature will have set 
in behind them. 
Central regions will 
get the crisis of the heat and storms 
«bout the |st to 2ri, and Eastern sec- 
tions about 2d to 3d, 
The change to 
cooler will follow promptly everywhere 
and dominate the weather until the re 
turn to storm conditions on and touch- 
ing the icactionary 6th and 7th. From 
the loth to the r5lh is always marked 
by 
abnormal 
electrical* excitement. 
The new moon is on the loth, and a 
storm period is central on the 12th. 
We theiefore advise that ;ill storm de- 
velopments about the loth to 14th be 
quietly watched. It is apt to grow very 
warm, the barometer will fluctuate, fi 
nally falling to danger reading in many 
places, and black clouds with heavy 
storms will visit all parts. 
On the 2 2d 
our Equator cuts the sun, making the 
day and night equal everywhere and 
introducing Spring to Southern and 
Autumn to the Northern 
Hemisphere. 
These great forces cannot shift to op 
pasite ends of our rnshing,restless world 
without causing many conflicts of at- 
mosphere and electricity. 
From the 
2ist to the 26ih we sail past the centre 
of our Autumnal equinox. 
The '<Vul 
can" peiiod is central on the 
23d, 
Mcrcury is central on the 25thand the 
moon is full on the same date. 
These 
lacts warrant us in warning of danger- 
ous storm possibilities, say about 22d 
to 26th inclusive. 
A good sized oolar 
wave will spread over over our cleck 
from the Northwest after the storms, 
overtaking their Northern and Western 
flanks, and changing the ram, possibly, 
into early sleet and snow. 
Very cool 
weather will follow, generally, up to 
the closing days of the month,at which 
time it will grow warmer,and reaction- 
ary storms will be on as the month ex- 
pires.

Peel the rinds with a sharp 
knifa 
khat will take off the green skin evenly.[ 
Trim off also every trace of the pink 
flesh of the fruit, because it is too juicy 
to make a firm, crisp pickle. Then cut 
the strips of rind into small pieces two 
to three inches long, and placing them 
in a large earthen dish, sprinkle them 
lightly and evenly with salt. 
Cover 
the dish, and let 
it stand overnight." 
In the morning drain off the water that 
will have 
formed, rinse the rinds in 
cold water, and cook them in a steamer 
until a broom splint will readily pierce 
them. 
Cooking the rinds by steam is 
an easy method, as they are less liable 
to burn than when cooked in the spiced 
vinegar. 
When the rinds are tender, 
take them out carefully with a skim- 
mer, and put them into a stone jar. 


Take good cider vinegar for the basis 
of the pickle.

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TOMATOES RIPE AXD liKD. 


It ifl not SO very many years since 
tomatoes, or "love apples," as they 
were then called, might be seen ranged 
along the country mantelpiece, divid- 
ing the honors with shell flowers and 
wax wreaths. 


Thoy were considered thon as rank 
poison, unfit for the proud position 
they now occupy on the table. 
Even 
after that belief* was disproved, they 
were widely suspected of being the 
subtle cause of cancer, and their pop- 
ularity suffered not a little thereby. 
But now they are recognized as one of 
the chief of vegetables, and new ways 
of preparing them are being constant- 
ly devised by knowing cooks. 


To make "tomato eggs" cut three or 
four good sized and not too ripe to- 
matoes into halves. 
Tako out a little 
of the inside, lay them in a pan con- 
taining two ounces of heated butter, 
and fry them lightly; 
when nearly 
done carefully drop a raw egg from the 
shell into each tomato; watch till it 
has set perfectly, then take each one 
separately from the pan and lay it on 
a slice of buttered toast cut to the side 
of the fruit. 
Dust over them a little 
coralline pepper, and sprinkle a little 
finely grated ham on the white of each 
^Sfi' 
Serve on a hot dish, and garnish 
with the leaves of the tomato. 


Here is another way of making a 
dish that will be a feast to the eye as 
well as to the palate: At the blossom 
end of six ripe tomatoes make a small 
hole of sufficient size to hold a dice- 
shaped piece of butter that has been 
dipped in popper, salt, andgratednut- 
meg (mixed). 
Place them in a cup- 
shaped mushroom, previously soused 
in heated butter and slightly dusted 
with pepper. Arrange them on a well- 
oiled dish and set them in a hot oven 
to cook. 
Take the soft roes from six 
bloaters, season them with oil 
and 
pepper, curl them round, and grill 
quickly on buttered paper over a clear 
fire. 
When the tomatoes and mush- 
rooms are cooked remove them from 
the oven and place a roe on each one.
